15th round — Using M., as 4th round, but do not fasten off. 

16th round — Sl.st. in first 1 ch. sp., 4 ch., * 1 tr. in next 1 ch. 
sp., 1 ch., rep. from * to end, sl.st. in 3rd ch. at beg. of round. 

17th round — As 16th round. Fasten off. 

TASSELS (Make 2) 

Wind M. 50 times round a piece of cardboard 4 ins. wide. 
Break off yarn, leaving an end several ins. long, thread through 
needle. Slip the needle through all the loops on the cardboard 
and tie the yarn tightly at one edge. Slip cardboard out and 
wind the yarn several times around the loops %-inch from the 
fold. Draw the needle through the top and sew the tassel to the 
center of the cap. Cut through the other fold and even off the 
ends.

Using M., rep. 1st and 2nd rows 4 times. ** 

Rep. from ** to ** 3 times. (126 sts.) 

Using C.1, knit 25 rows, inc. at each end of 3rd and every 
following 4th row. (138 sts.) Cast off. 

FRONT TAB 

Using No. 1 1 Needles and C.1, cast on 12 stitches. 

1st row (wrong side) — Knit. 

Rep. 1st row 79 times. 

81st row— K.2 tog., K.8, K.2 tog. 

82nd row — K.2 tog., K.6, K.2 tog. 

83rd row — K.2 tog., K.4, K.2 tog. 

84th row— K.2 tog., K.2, K.2 tog. 

85th row— (K.2 tog.) twice, turn, K.2 tog. Fasten off. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press lightly. Using 
back-stitch, sew up 3 seams. Sew 4th seam to within 5 inches 
of neckline. Sew in zip. Place front tab in position over zip, slip- 
stitch along right side and around lower edge. Sew on buttons 
and sew press studs in position.

next 2 tr., turn. 

21st round — Using C.1, 3 ch., miss 3 sl.st., 1 tr. in each of 
next 7 tr., * (1 tr., 2 ch., 1 tr.) in 2 ch. sp., 1 tr. in each of next 7 
tr., miss 2 tr., 1 tr. in each of next 7 tr., rep. from * to last 2 ch. 
sp., (1 tr., 2 ch., 1 tr.) in 2 ch. sp., 1 tr. in each of next 6 tr., join 
with a sl.st in 3rd ch. at beg. of round, sl.st. in each of next 2 
tr., turn. 

22nd round — Using C.1, 3 ch., miss 3 sl.st., 1 tr. in each of 
next 7 tr., * (2 tr., 2 ch„ 2 tr.) in 2 ch. sp., 1 tr. in each of next 7 
tr., miss 2 tr., 1 tr. in each of next 7 tr., rep. from * to last 2 ch.

5th row — * K.1 1 . K.2 tog., rep. from * to end. (96 sts.) 

6th row — Purl. 

7th row—* K.10, K.2 tog., rep. from * to end. (88 sts.) 

8th row — Purl. 

Using C.3, 9th row — * K.9, K.2 tog., rep. from * to end (80 sts.) 
10th row — Knit. 

11th row—* K.8, K.2 tog., rep. from * to end. (72 sts.) 

12th row — Knit. 

Keeping continuity of stripes, continue dec. in this manner until 
24 sts. remain. 

Break off yarn, run end through remaining sts., draw up and 
fasten off securely.

SOME IMPORTANT HINTS 



IMPORTANT — DYE LOTS! 

Always buy enough of the same dye lot at one time for a 

complete garment, as a variation between dye lots can occur. 



SUCCESSFUL RESULTS DEPEND ON 
CORRECT TENSION! 

To knit garments you'll be proud of, always make a Tension 
Test. You'll find your knitteds have maximum resistance to 
pilling as well as shrinkage. So you're sure of knitteds looking 
fresh and new through wash after wash. 

Tension Test: Before you start knitting take the yarn and 
needles specified in the instructions, cast on 20 stitches, work 
20 rows in plain smooth fabric. Lightly press work. Check the 
tension by placing an inch tape across the stitches. Count the 
exact number of stitches to 2 ins. and compare with the tension 
given in the instructions, if your tension is too loose, try a size 
finer needle. If it's too tight, try a size larger needle. If more 
than one size of needle is recommended in the knitting 
Instructions, and you have altered your needles to correct the 
tension, corresponding alterations must be made to needles 
throughout the instructions.
